Road,  Cambridge,  under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  R.M.  Fry,  provides  an  excellent 
bacteriological  service  and  most  readily  discusses  and  advises  on  any 
epidemiological  or  similar  problem. 

( b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  These  services  since  July  1953  Have  been  provided 
directly  by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  D.A.  McCracken,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

WATER.  The  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company  Limited  supplies  the  Urban 
District,  in  whi  .  lly  fifteen  dwelling  houses  (all  in  remote  parts  of  the 
District-),  are  without  a  main  water  -  _ppi  ,  Two  well'  in  the  chalk  at 
Southfields  Pumping  Station,  connected  by  an  adit.,  are  the  source  of  supply# 

One  of  these  wells  is  57  feet  deep,  and  the  other  50  feet  deep#  Each  is  brick 
lined  to  a  depth  of  20  feet,  the  remainder  being  lined  with  cast-iron 
cylinders,,  The  water  is  chlorinated  and  pumped  to  a  storage  reservoir  at 
Warren  Hill,  which  has  a  capacity  of  260,000  gallons# 

The  water  is  pumped  by  an  electric  submersible  pump  which  was  installed 
in  1957?  and  this  pump  is  capable  of  pumping  469 000  gallons  per  hour,  either 
up  the  12  inch  rising  main  to  the  storage  reservoir,  cr  direct  to  the  service 
mains#  A  diesel  pump  is  available  as  an  alternative  means  cf  pumping,  and  the 
old  steam  pump,  which  the  electric  pump  replaced,  could  also  be  brought  into 
service  again  should  circumstances  require  it# 

The  supply  was  maintained  without  any  cuts  during  the  year,  and  a  total 
of  213, 763 9 000  gallons  of  water  were,  pimped# 

Thirty-five  samples  of  wat-r  w?re  taken  from  the  well  at  Southfields 
Pumping  Station  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  these  were 
satisfactory# 

Thirty-five  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken  from  the 
mains,  and  all  these  were  satisfactory  with  counts  of  Nil  B#  Coli  per  100  mis® 

One  sample  was  taken  from  the  well  at  Southfields  Pumping  Station  and

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

All  of  the  sewage  of  the  Urban  District  (with  the  exception  of  4 6 
properties  which  are  drained  to  cesspools  in  parts  of  the  District  where 
a  sewer  is  not  available)  is  treated  at  the  Council's  two  Sewage  Disposal 
Works,  A  main  drainage  scheme  to  connect  existing  properties  in  part 
Fordham  Road  and  Snailwell  Road,  Newmarket,  to  the  sewerage  system  was 
commenced  in  September,  1959®  The  Main  Works  serving  an  estimated  population 
of  9,000  persons  is  at  Newmarket,  giving  a  D0W0F0  of  500,000  gallons  per  day, 
and  the  smaller  Sewage  Works  serving  an  estimated  population  of  1,55°  is  at 
Exning,  giying  a  DoW^Fo  of  57?000  gallons  per  day0 

Both  these  works  were  constructed  in  1900  as  Contact  Bed  Systems,  but 
the  Main  Works  have  since  been  adapted  as  sedimentation  tanks  with 
percolating  filters  and  small  harms  tanks  and  sludge  beds,  but  owing  to 
complaints  received  regarding  the  unsatisfactory  effluent  from  the  Exning 
Works,  the  Council  are  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  a  new  modern  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  to  replace  these  works. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  have  continued  their  once  every  quarter 
free  cesspool  emptying  service  with  their  5^0  gallon  Scammell  Gulley 
and  Cesspool  Emptier-to  properties  not  yet  on  the  Sewerage  system  within 
the  District, 
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The  new  public  lavatories  in  the  King  Edward  711  Memorial  grounds 
designed  on  modern  line3  by  the  Council’s  Architect,  were  completed 

during  1959* 

HJHLIC  CLEANS INO. 

The  cleansing  of  highways  and  road  gullies,  collection  of  house 
refuse,  shop  refuse,  trade  refuse  and  salvage  is,  as  previously,  carried 
out  hy  direot  labour,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.P.  B„  Waterfall,  the 

Engineer  and  Surveyor,, 

During  the  year  domestic  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  and 
burning  on  a  tip  belonging  to  the  Newmarket  Rural  District  Council  at 

Burwell, 

Negotiations  were  completed  for  the  lease  of  a  disused  sand  and 
gravel  pit  at  Kennett,  where  it  is  proposed  to  carry  out  controlled 

tipping.

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 

Ten  inspections  were  made  under  the  Shops  Act. 

One  shop  was  not  kept  at  a  reasonable  temperature,  and  additional  means  of 
heating  the  shop  was  provided. 

One  shop  was  without  a  sanitary  convenience  for  the  use  of  employees. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  use  of  a  sanitary  convenience  at  premises  adjoining 
the  shop,  and  a  certificate  of  exemption  under  the  Shops  Act, 1950,  Section  38 
was  granted. 

CAMPING  SITES 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  District. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Newmarket  has  no  heavy  industries  and  is,  therefore,  comparatively  free 
from  industrial  atmospheric  pollution. 

Informal  action  was  taken  regarding  the  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  a 
chimney  serving  a  waste  wood  incinerator.  The  Company  concerned  were 
advised  to  seek  advice  from  the  National  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service, 
and  following  their  Engineer’s  report,  the  incinerator  was  closed  down. 
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SWIMMING  POOL 


The  Council  own  a  modern  open-air  swimm  water  for  which.  Is 

obtained  from  the  mains.  Circulation  of  the  wat  rr  is  continuous,  the 
water  being  passed  through  a  Bell  horizontal  sand  filter  and  chlorinated. 

The  pool  was  open  from  9th  May  to  15th  September, 1959.  The  number  of 
tickets  sold  was  34,976  of  which  24,883  were  issued  to  children  and 
10,093  were  to  adults.  In  addition  there  were  16  adult  and  291  children 

season  ticket  holders. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  West  Suffolk  Education  Committee  and 
the  Cambridgeshire  Education  Committee  for  use  of  the  swimming  pool  by 
school  children  on  each  morning,  Monday  to  Friday  during  the  school 
summer  term. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pool  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  simultaneous  samples  being  taken  from  both  shallow 
and  deep  ends  on  each  occasion  of  sampling.  Twenty— one  samples  were 
satisfactory.  On  the  three  occasions  when  an  unsatisfactory  result  was 
obtained,  details  were  reported  to  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor  for 
suitable  action  to  be  taken.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Engineer  & 
Sxxrveyor  the  Council  decided  to  change  the  chlorination  system  to  the 
breakpoint  process. 

Fifteen  inspections  were  made  regarding  cleanliness  of  dressing 
cubicles,  sanitary  accommodation  and  pool  surrounds.

Seventy-four  visits  were  paid  to  houses  occupied  by  persons  who  had 
been  allotted  Council  houses,  in  order  that  the  dwellings  which  rhey 
occupied  and  their  furniture  could  be  inspected,  and  if  necessary, 
freed  from  vermin  before  removal  to  a  new  house.  No  vermin  were  discovered 
during  these  inspections. 

RATS  AND  MICE 

The  Council  employ  two  operators  on  the  work  of  rodent  destruction. 
Inspections  and  treatment  of  premises  were  carried  out  where  infestations 
were  notified  by  occupiers,  as  well  as  systematic  inspections  of  the 
District  and  treatment  of  premises  where  necessary. 

Free  treatments  were  given  at  dwelling  houses.  Treatments  at  business 
premises  were  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  Ip/bd.  per  hour,  inclusive  of 
baits  and  poisons. 

Test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  and  baits  were  laid  ii 
sixty  manholes.  The  bait  used  was  oatmeal  to  which  was  added  para  - 
n.itrophenol,  and  the  bait-s  were  kept  in  position  for  seven  days.  No 
takes  of  bait  were  found  during  the  test.

Mr.  P.  D.  Lees,  the  Council’s  Architect,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  notes  on  housing  progress  during  1959 

After  urging  Local  Authorities  to  renewed  efforts  towards  the  end  of 
1958  the  Government’s  enthusiasm  waned  once  more  as  1959  advanced  and  its 
policy,  particularly  from  a  financial  aspect,  did  little  to  encourage 
Councils  to  solve  their  housing  problems.  Nevertheless,  the  Council 
agreed  to  a  programme  for  the  erection  of  82  dwellings,  36  being  for 
Slum  Clearance,  25  for  Old  People  and  21  for  general  needs. 

For  a  variety  of  reasons  it  proved  impossible  to  commence  two 
blocks  of  flats  which  were  originally  included  in  the  programme,  and 
58  dwel lings  were  actually  commenced  during  the  year. 

It  became  increasingly  evident  that  more  land  would  have  to  be 
found  in  the  district  for  housing  purposes,  not  only  for  the  Council’s 
programmes  but  also  to  enable  private  enterprise  to  play  its  proper 
part  in  the  solution  of  the  general  housing  problem. 

During  the  year  65  dwellings  were  completed.

ICE-CREAM. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  where  ice-cream  is 
manufactured.  Thirty-four  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice-cream,  but  ten  of  these  were  not  selling  ice-cream 
during  the  year.  The  ice-cream  sold  is  wrapped  or  in  cartons  as  it  is 
received  from  the  manufacture rs. 


Eight  samples  were  taken  for  methylene  blue  teat,  all  samples  were 
placed  in  provisional  grade  one. 

Eleven  inspections  "were  made  at  ice-cream  premises* 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  inspection  of  meat  in  the  slaughterhouse  is  a  duty  which  receives 
first  priority,  and,  as  in  previous  years  a  100$  inspection  of  all 
animals  slaughtered  was  maintained,  453  visits  being  made  for  the  purpose. 

The  slaughterhouse  is  a  private  one  which  is  used  by  the  occupier  for 
slaughtering  for  his  own  business  as  a  wholesaler  and  retailer,  an d  as  a 
slaughtering  contractor  for  such  other  butcher®  in  the  Urban  and 
adjoining  Rural  Districts  who  desire  to  use  his  services. 

The  slaughterhouse  does  not  comply  with  the  standards  required  by  The 
Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  The  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958*  Both  the  owner  and  the  occupier 
of  the  slaughterhouse  were  informed  of  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations 
so  that  they  should  have  the  opportunity  of  bringing  the  slaughterhouse  up 
to  the  standard  required  if  they  so  desired. 

No  cows  -were  slaughtered,  all  the  cattle  slaughtered  being  steers  and 
heifers  of  good  quality. 

The  percentage  of  cattle  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  was  the 
lowest  on  record,  being  only  0*57$° 

No  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  discovered* 

No  horses  are  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  in  the  District,  and 
there  are  no  shops  selling  horaemeat  for  human  consumption.
